HE blood of Lexington, one of the most potent 

and pervasive of American sires, is a part 
of the heritage of Mahmoud, winner of the Epsom 
Derby. Eight generations back he appears, ex- 
actly the same distance before we come to the 
first Lexington cross in Omaha. Mahmoud ap- 
pears, of course, in the General Stud Book; 
Omaha, from the English viewpoint, is a half- 
bred. 

That the recent victories of Omaha, Flares, 
and other American-bred horses have caused 
some reflection on the part of English Turf ob- 
servers may be noted from the following, from 
the Observer of May 17: 


No doubt these successes will be taken as strength- 
ening the claim of Mr. Woodward and other American 
breeders that what is good enough for the U. S. Stud 
Book should no longer be debarred admission to the 
“General Stud Book.” of this country. But there does 
not appear the slightest prospect of any modification 
of the existing regulations for the admittance of horses 
whose ancestry in the long ago is doubtful. 


Unfortunately, the Observe7’s correspondent is 
correct: there does appear no slightest prospect. 
Quashed, winner of the Oaks last year and one 
of the finest stayers in England, is not eligible 
for registration in the General Stud Book. Mah- 
moud would not be eligible if his strain of Ameri- 
can blood came through Himyar instead of 
Americus. When first class American horses in- 
vade England, the handicapper certainly consid- 
ers them as formidable, if the weights assigned 
them are any indication. And there has certainly 
been no very fine indication of superiority of 
English blood in the records of the invaders 
which have come to America. Yet for all this, 
English writers write prettily of “purity of 
blood,” as though this and not speed and stamina 
and endurance were the end for which breeders 
strive. 

Actually there is about as little known con- 
cerning the actual breed and purity of the mares 
on which the General Stud Book is founded, as 
about the mares by *Janus and *Fearnought and 
*Medley on which purely American lines are 
based. When one considers the question from a 
scientific rather than an interested standpoint, 
there is little to chose between the two breeds 
in purity, little in performance in actual com- 


petition. In actual fact, then, this complacent 
reverence for “purity” is a not very opaque bluff. 

Irish-bred horses, which also have been very 
successful in England, stem from the same roots 
as the English Thoroughbreds. There was no 
question here of “purity,” so a 40 per cent ad 
valorem duty was placed on them when brought 
to England. This year the duty was reduced to 
20 per cent. The “Jersey Act,’’ which barred 
American-bred horses (except those descendants 
of Orby and Americus and others which were 
already in), was simply a prohibitive tariff, de- 
signed to swing the balance of trade to England. 
For American horses, it was masked as a desire 
to maintain “purity” of blood; for Irish-bred 
horses, there was no mask—just another pro- 
hibitive tariff, more plainly recognizable as such. 

The upshot of this is simply that the more 
successful American horses prove, and the more 
desirable they might be as sires or producers, 
the more tightly commercial breeders in England 
will cling to the “Jersey Act.” If our horses of- 
fered no competition, there would be no need 
for such a bar. The paradoxical situation now 
is that the more American horses seem to de- 
serve recognition, the farther they will be from 
getting it. 

The English have a more or less general repu- 
tation for good sportsmanship. Possibly—even 
probably—their sportsmen deserve it. But com- 
mercial England has never met anyone on even 
terms if the meeting could be arranged other- 
wise. A heavy duty on Irish horses, a prohibi- 
tion on American ones, give English breeders a 
favorable market. American breeders’ should 
stop being thoughtless enough to buy where they 
can not sell. 

Several years ago there was a movement to 
pass legislation against the importation of Eng- 
lish horses while the “Jersey Act’’ remained in 
force. A number of American sportsmen— 
really sportsmen—caused abandonment of the 
move, said they hoped. to adjust the matter 
amicably. They perhaps forget that the English 
policy has traditionally been to confer, to wait, 
to temporize, to arbitrate, to sit still, and sit 
still, and keep on sitting still, while the problem 
is always about to be settled, never quite is.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


AY 28. After yesterday’s heavy storm, when 

we had a 45-mile wind for a few minutes, 
as well as a good heavy rainfall, we had the 
mares and foals in for the night. Rode all over 
the farm this morning and observed the regular 
trials of the mares, one being found to be in 
season of all the lot. The work of the stallions 
will soon be over now and they are not covering 
with any regularity now. This is the time of the 
year for frayed dispositions on the part of the 
sires. While the barren mares were up for ob- 
servation they had their feet gone over by the 
blacksmith. Three were shod and a couple more 
trimmed. They are in very fine condition just 
now and it looks as though a good lot are in 
foal from all indications. 


MAY 29. Plenty cold here this morning. The 
thermometer was down to 35. Watched the gar- 
deners who brought the new power mower over 
here this morning. This implement is going to 
make our lawn cutting—a really arduous job 
when its hot—a lot easier to handle. We have 
about four acres of lawn about the stud and it 
takes some mowing by hand. The men have been 
cleaning up around the place, raking the yard, 
trimming edges of the lawns and so on in prep- 
aration for the long week-end as tomorrow is 
a holiday. 


MAY 30. Decoration Day. Nothing but essen- 
tials going on here today. One man only at each 
farm on duty. Had a long drive this morning to 
see a colt that I’m interested in get his final 
work before shipping to the Big Apple for rac- 
ing. Roads crowded and driving rotten. On re- 
turning home found word had come from the 
college people that of the 11 mares whose blood 
was sampled all are apparently in foal except 
one, not one of our own at that. This mare has 
not been bred or in season since March 11 and 
now we will have to try to bring her in season 
and get her bred, as her owner is more interested 
in getting a foal than bothering about it being 
a late one. This test shows how mares will fool 
one occasionally. 


MAY 31. We seem to be all balled up with 
yesterday and today both rest days. Two loafing 
days get tiresome. Took one of the men with 
me for a drive around the place, looking over 
everything as we went around. Found the horses 
all doing well and our black steers particularly 
so. Nothing else much to do but read and plan 
out the return of our various mares from afar. 
Mares and foals and yearlings are all in days 
now, out nights, which latter are still cool enough 
for a blanket. 


JUNE 1. A busy Monday morning. Everything 
tried and two mares bred about three weeks ago 
in season. One was bred today, the other will be 
tomorrow. No need for using the horse twice a 
day now any more. He will be tailed off gradu- 
ally into disuse in a week or ten days. Found 
to my satisfaction that the three visitors which 
had caused gray hairs all season are apparently 
settled as they are in their fifth week now and 
look good. They are housing the first cutting of 
alfalfa up at the dairy this afternoon. It is 
nice and green but too fibrous for our use. We 
will have some from a later cutting.

JUNE 2. Today we have started shipping home 
the mares which have been visiting outside stal- 
lions. The van just got in from a 14-hour trip, 
as I write, with one mare whose foal looks very 
good after his visit. I hope the mare is in foal 
but it’s doubtful for she proved how little one 
can be certain of this by coming in season last 
Saturday after going seven weeks. The men who 
made the trip report that the grass situation is 
very serious in the coyntry through which they 
passed. 


JUNE 3. Another mare arrived to one of our 
stallions this morning. Her owner is an optimis- 
tic soul but the mare will be useful to us by 
reason of the horse in question doing quite a bit 
of trying mares without many to breed. The 
manager of our dairy came over for a visit this 
morning with the result that we have about 20 
head of dry Jersey cows and heifers divided 
among four of the smaller paddocks. These cat- 
tle will help eat off the coarser long grass which 
the horses do not care about. 

OWNER Ace Hudkins, for disturbing the peace 
at Ak-Sar-Ben May 30, was indefinitely sus- 


pended and denied the privileges of the course 
by stewards there, and the entry of his horse, 
Lookout Below, was ordered refused. 
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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


LONDON, MAY 25. 
Derby Eve 


RITING on the eve of the Epsom Derby 

meeting, it is not an easy matter to con- 
centrate on Ascot prospects. We are in a whirl 
of big race rumors, and having just attended 
that most pleasant but abortive function, the 
Press Club Derby luncheon, I have come to the 
conclusion that nothing is good enough to win 
the classic! 

In the “good old days’’, stable secrets were 
guarded with the utmost jealousy, but now the 
idea is for owners, trainers, and jockeys to tell 
the world all they know—in the sure knowledge 
that they will not be believed. At this Press 
Club lunch, anyone who is in any way connected 
with a Derby colt says his piece, full of ifs and 
buts, and the public accepts it as inside infor- 
mation. A trainer may know that his horse has 
only three legs, but when the hopeful owner is 
sitting next to him, how can you expect him to 
tell the truth? I do not mean that all owners 
and trainers are liars—in the main, they are 
merely optimists whose customary sound judg- 
ment is warped when the Derby is under dis- 
cussion.

Cup Prospects 


HE fact that Whitsuntide falls so late means 

an interval of two clear weeks instead of one 
between the Epsom and Ascot features. This will 
be much appreciated by owners and trainers, who 
have often lamented that a Derby, Oaks or Cor- 
onation Cup candidate, which they would natur- 
ally wish to exploit at the Royal meeting, has 
no decent interval in which to pw ’round from 
a hard race at Epsom. 

Capt. Boyd-Rochfort evidently does not think 
the present break sufficiently lengthy to justify 
him in training Omaha for the mile and a half 
Coronation Cup, and then switching over to long, 
sweating gallops which are part of an Ascot 
Gold Cup preparation. I think that the trainer 
of the American crack is wise in forfeiting the 
Epsom engagement, for there is a world of dif- 
ference between the Derby course and the Ascot 
Gold Cup two and a half miles. As I stated in 
my notes a couple of weeks ago, Omaha will run 
for the Queen’s Plate (two miles) at Kempton 
Park on Saturday of Epsom week, and according 
to present intentions, Bobsleigh will be one of 
his opponents in the Kempton affair. [Note: 
Omaha won the Queen’s Plate after a quarter- 
mile duel with Bobsleigh.] 

I doubt very much whether Bobsleigh will run 
for the Ascot Cup. Lord Derby appears to have 
a much more promising candidate in Plassy, 
though the news that the latter is to run for the 
Coronation Cup shakes my confidence a little in 
his Ascot prospects. It requires an exceptionally 
good animal to win both these Cups, and the dou- 
ble has not been achieved since 1926, when 
Solario accomplished the feat. There is no news 
as yet whether or not Lord Stanley’s filly 
Quashed, will oppose her stable companion Plassy 
at Ascot. In my opinion, the daughter of Ob- 
literate and Verdict is the finest stayer in train- 
ing, and if she is in the field she will carry my 
modest stake. 

The Frenchmen usually have a challenger or 
two for the Ascot Cup, and they will not be de-

terred by the fate of Brantome from sending 
over a candidate this year. I hear that their best 
representative will be Chaudiere, a mare from 
the Brantome stable, owned by Baron Edouard de 
Rothschild. Chaudiere is guaranteed to stay, for 
she won the Prix du Cadran (214 miles) at Long- 
champ, and she is by the 1924 Ascot Gold Cup 
winner, Massine—the last French horse to lift 
the coveted trophy. Those which I have named 
do not exhaust the Ascot Cup probables, but I 
expect they will pretty well monopolize the bet- 
ting. An interesting competitor may be the Aga 
Khan’s 3-year-old Sind, a grandly made son of 
Solario out of Mirawala. Sind impressed me very 
much at Chester, where he finished third to 
Quashed and Cecil in the Ormonde Stakes (15 
miles). The Aga Khan won the Ascot Cup a 
couple of years ago with Felicitation, and maybe 
he has hopes of Sind, but the journey is a most 
severe one for a 3-year-old. 


Up to date, there has been no market move 
for any Royal Hunt Cup candidates. In the book- 
makers’ lists, Hairan, Theft, Boethius, Finalist, 
Inflation, Law Court, Over Coat, Pegasus, Pepino, 
Screamer, and Shining Tor figure at the shortest 
odds, but the wagering has been only trifling as 
yet.

York 


E had some thoroughly enjoyable racing at 

York last week, the fixture well maintain- 
ing the high standard of sport which we in- 
variably associate with the historic Knavesmire. 
Sir Abe Bailey, who had returned to England 
only a couple of days previously, won the York- 
shire Cup with the 5-year-old Valerius, the son 
of Son-in-Law getting a short head verdict over 
Enfield, with Hoplite a length and a half away 
third. Enfield, conceding the winner 11 pounds, 
was a most unlucky loser. He was badly baulked 
when starting his run a furlong and a half from 
home, and was traveling so fast when he got 
clear that he would have won by a couple of 
lengths with another 25 yards to go. It seems 
a good thing for Enfield to follow up last year’s 
victory in the Queen Alexandra Stakes at Ascot 
—indeed, Mr. Marshall Field’s son of Winalot 
may become as much of a “standing dish” for 
the race as was old Brown Jack. 


Valerius, I understood, may run for the Ascot 
Stakes, and although he will be charged by the 
handicapper for this York success, I should not 
care to rule him out of the calculations. He 
looked better last week than I have ever seen 
him, and he was always a handsome horse. 
Strange to recall that Valerius has won only 
two races—this Yorkshire Cup and last year’s 
Chester Vase. As a 2-year-old, he was twice 
runner-up to the great Colombo, and we were 
then thinking of him as a classic hope. 

Champion jockey Gordon Richards was in great 
form last week. He rode eleven winners, includ- 
ing a run of eight in successive mounts. During 
the ten weeks of the season to date, he has reg- 
istered 49 successes, his nearest rival being J. 
Sirett with 29 winners. 


ONE of the largest daily double pay-offs of the 
season came at Woodbine Park May 25, when 
three persons held tickets on Noisette and 
Benclaire. Each $2 ticket was worth $3,025.20.

ODDS AND ENDS 
Fillies 


MERICA’S 3-year-old fillies have no stand- 

out leader—but include enough good ones to 
make for interesting sport in stakes for that di- 
vision. Blue Sheen, hailed by some as a sensa- 
tion after rolling up five straight and winning 
the Acorn over High Fleet and Split Second, 
met her first defeat in the Oaks. She was not 
so formidable at the weights and route. High 
Fleet won the Oaks because she was in receipt 
of 10 pounds from Split Second, which she beat 
less than a length. Luck plays an all-important 
part in racing, but it all comes out even at the 
end. “I thought High Fleet should have won the 
Acorn,” Jack Joyner remarked after the Oaks, 
“but I guess if she had won that one she couldn’t 
have won the Oaks with the weight penalty”. 
So it seemed. The Acorn was worth $10,600 to 
the winner, the Oaks just $25 less. After these 
two stakes, it was the popular theory that High 
Fleet and Blue Sheen can outrun Split Second, 
but the last-named can outstay them, at levels. 
Cleopatra, dam of Pompey, and *Flambette, dam 
of Cycle and grandam of Omaha, are the only 
Coaching Club winners to distinguish themselves 
as broodmares. The Oaks was High Fleet’s first 
stakes, but she was never unplaced in 11 starts.

Second Horse 


AST SPRING, W. M. Jeffords’ Firethorn was 

forced to bow to Belair’s Omaha in the Bel- 
mont Stakes. This spring, he returned to Long 
Island to avenge that defeat by beating Belair’s 
Granville in a camera finish for the Suburban. 
Granville was conceding the 4-year-old 11 pounds 
on the scale. In the Suburban, the Fox’s cub 
earned the dubious honor of being America’s 
champion second horse, that performance sup- 
plementing seconds in the Wood and Preakness. 
In each he was beaten a nose. The winner’s end 
of the three totals $50,225. Granville got but 
$6,500 for his share. Omaha, meanwhile, has 
taken a second straight English stakes and now 
shapes up among the Ascot Cup choices. So 
that the Woodward luck has not all been bad.

Youngsters 


HE undefeated winter juvenile stars could not 

last until Saratoga. Planetoid, Airflame, and 
Goldey F. now have tasted defeat. The last 
named, winner of eight straight, tried to give 
the best colt in the Whitney barn seven pounds. 
So Black Look won. Recent competition has de- 
veloped stakes hopes in War Admiral, three- 
parts brother to War Glory; Knight Gallant, 
near-brother to Gallant Fox and Petee-Wrack; 
Optic, half-brother to Broadside, Hurry Off, and 
Novelist; Fencing; Rebellion; Chicolorado; and 
Gurkha. Not to mention Scintillator, Juvenile 
winner. And Apogee, Fashion and Old Colony 
winner. None of these raced in the winter. Some 
were bargain yearlings of ’35. Knight Gallant 
cost $11,500. Goldey F.'sold for $150, Scintillator 
for $800, and Gurkha for $3,000. Planetoid stood 
Tommy Taylor $3,500. Optic is a particularly 
attractive son of *Sickle. Knight Gallant is on the 
leg, light in the flank and quarters. He bucked 
in the Black Look race. Rebellion is a blocky-

HE difference between being applauded and 

razzed is often very scant. Disgruntled 
backers of Granville in the Suburban blamed 
Stout for his defeat. “I’m perfectly satisfied,” 
Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons declared. “The camera 
called the finish in the Preakness and Suburban. 
A few inches the other way and they’d be calling 
Stout a great rider. Granville simply tired a 
little at the end of the Suburban.” A few days 
later, George Woolf had the mount on Corundum, 
Stout on *Isolater, a maiden, in the Ballot Purse. 
The experienced Woolf drew his whip in the last 
nods. Stout handrode. So it was a dead heat. 
Had Corundum jumped an inch farther when 
Woolf knocked him, Woolf would have been a 
smart rider. As it was, “he drew his whip and 
tossed it off.” In the Metropolitan, Wright tried 
to steal through on the rail with Sation. He was 
pocketed. In the Withers, he did the same thing 
with Brevity and got through. It’s the breaks.

OLDEY F. has earned the admiration of all 

horsemen who know her. She’s unusually 
kind and honest. A good doer, the Bridges filly 
has the same substance and dash today she dis- 
played in her debut at Hialeah last January. The 
daughter of Tall Timber is a great pet. The boy 
can pull her up at exercise to stop and chat with 
other horsemen along the fence. She stands like 
any old pony. Goldey F. has two loves—Ber- 
muda onions and oranges. She eats onions until 
tears roll out of her eyes and her nose runs, then 
nickers for more. Many Thoroughbreds, good 
ones, have had simular palates. Sir Huon ate 
pie. Okapi, double Toboggan winner, chewed to- 
bacco. Bonnie Omar drank sarsaparilla. John 
Mayberry had one that drank beer. Bonnie Omar 
used to watch for the soft-drink man every morn- 
ing, looking out over the door. As soon as he 
saw the man coming, he’d whinny and the boys 
would have to buy him a bottle to quiet him. 
Believe it or not.

Aqueduct 


QUEDUCT is the most improved racing plant 

in New York. New jockey boards, electric 
result boards, and the camera for finish photog- 
raphy have been installed. Most of the stair- 
ways have been widened. There are 10,000 ad- 
ditional square feet in the betting ring, where 
100 platforms have been placed. The grandstand 
has been extended 100 feet to increase the seat- 
capacity by 1,500. The clubhouse porch has been 
widened and the odds-board and books moved to 
the paddock end to eliminate the congestion 
around the foot of the stairs. All will be ap- 
preciated by the customers. There will be few 
days when 100 platforms are needed, however. 
Many books dropped out of line at Belmont. ’Tis 
the same each spring. Tom Shaw declares this 
is only natural as some begin the season as lay- 
ers who cannot afford to handle big money, or 
big enough money to offset the overhead. This 
in due course puts them on the run. 
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EXCITEMENT AT DETROIT 
15,000 racing fans who en- 
joyed the week-end entertainment at De- 
troit’s track found plenty on June 6 to keep 
their excitement on a keen edge. Three winners 
beat the place horse to the wire by a nose, an- 
other gained his victory by a neck, while in 
most cases the third horse was well upon the two 
leaders. Long-shot players put one over, Outside, 
which paid $73 in the $2 straight machines. 
Jockeys Buddy Guymon and Cornelio Mojena 
added to the general excitement by striking at 
each other with their whips as the field in the 
fifth race reached the stretch, behavior that cost 
each rider $50. Second choices won the co-fea- 
tures of the afternoon. Challite won the juvenile 
stakes and Westy Junior added another to his 
long string of triumphs by winning the handicap 
event. A fast track produced sparkling per- 
formances, especially in the two stakes events. 
Challite equaled the track record for five fur- 
longs and Westy Junior was but one-fifth of 
a second off the six-furlong mark. The afternoon 
also produced the first casualty of Detroit’s 37- 
day meeting, which after this week has 18 more 
days to run. L. F. Anderson’s Auburndale suf- 
fered a broken leg in the fifth race and was de- 
stroyed. 


WESTY JUNIOR’S HANDICAP 


Each of the two stakes races on Detroit’s 
June 6 program went to the horse that set all 
the pace. After Challite had won the juvenile 
feature, H. C. Wolfe’s Westy Junior (106) led 
his field throughout in the Belle Isle Handicap 
($3,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs). 
Unlike Challite, which had won easily, Westy 
Junior was barely able to withstand Silverette 
(104) in the neck finish. Like Challite, however, 
Westy Junior was second choice with the largest 
crowd of the season. The winner, a regular 
visitor to the winner's circle during the last two 
racing seasons, ran the six furlongs within one- 
fifth of the track record. Jockey C. Hanauer got 
the winner away from the start in good position, 
soon had command of the field by a half-length. 

Westy Junior increased his lead to three 
lengths, dropped back to a two-length margin 
in the stretch as Silverette responded well and 
hung on to a neck’s lead at the finish. A half- 
length behind Silverette was Miney Myerson 
(102), coupled with the winner as the H. C. 
Wolfe and Motor City Stable entry. Closest of 
the unplaced starters was Born Happy (101). 
Other starters in the order of their finish were 
Preeminent (113), Billy Bee (115), Sun Monk 
(109), Rock X. (114), Marynell (110), Croon 
(106), Grand Rock (102), The Pelican (111), and 
Reaping (3-y-0, 99). Time, :2235, :45%5, 1:11,

Westy Junior, which raced to be claimed for 


as little as $1,750 last year, has started 47 times 
in six seasons, has won 17 races, finished second 
eight times, third eight times, and has earned 
$18,035. He has won four successive races, and 
has won nine of his last ten. He is full brother 
to Candimate (Aleppo Temple Claiming Stakes, 
Esek Hopkins Claiming Stakes, Lexington-Con- 
cord Handicap). Candy May won at two and 
three, and was second in Spinaway Stakes, Bel- 
dame and Tomboy Handicaps. She has produced 
two other foals, both by Westy Hogan: Arch- 
wood (winner at two, three, and four), and May 
Hogan, which raced unplaced. *Epsom May is 
also dam of the winners Epsomite (Debutante 
Stakes), Krishna, Dick O’Hara, and Cherry May, 
and the producer Ada May. Mayflower won in 
France, and is half-sister to six winners and to 
the producer *Pierre Qui Roule. The fourth dam 
was Running Water, winner Rosebud, Distaff, 
and Alabama Stakes. 


CHALLITE’S ST. CLAIR STAKES 

It was no surprise that the 15,000 racing fans 
who attended Detroit’s program on June 6 estab- 
lished Bomar Stable’s Gold Band (116) as 
favorite in the third running of the St. Clair 
Stakes ($2,000 aded, 2-year-olds, five furlongs). 
The chestnut son of Jean Valjean had won his 
previous three races by margins of from four to 
six lengths. Although rushed to the front at the 
start, Gold Band was unable to match the bril- 
liant speed of Tranquility Farm Stable’s Challite 
(110). The latter shook off Gold Band after 
three-eighths of almost head-and-head running, 
pulled away from the remainder of the field 
without a challenge and won by four lengths. 
Because she had won her only other start the 
winner, a bay daughter of *Challenger II, was 
held as second choice in the pari-mutuels. 

E. F. Seagram’s chestnut filly Miss Dolphin 
(110), close on the leaders in the early part of 
the race, was unable to match the winner as 
the latter ran through the stretch to equal the 
track record of 59 seconds, made by Try Sympa- 
thy two years ago. Miss Dolphin, however, did 
hold the place safe from the others by two 
lengths. As Gold Band faded from contention 
to finish fifth, B. Hernandez’s Little Upset (116) 
moved up from fourth position to take the show 
prize. Other starters were Gene Wagers (113), 
Lady Sybil (110), Clingendall (113), Genial 
Manners (110), Star Cluster (110), and Rome 
Haul (113). Time, :22%, :46, :59, track fast. 
Stakes distribution, $1,980, $400, $150, $50.

NEW YORK 


BELMONT CLOSES—AQUEDUCT OPENS 


O the end of a most successful 24-day meet- 

ing came racing at Belmont Park June 6, 
three stakes featuring the closing day program. 
Chief developments of the meeting were the 
assumption of the 3-year-old championship pro 
tem by William Woodward’s Granville, the 
emergence of two good 3-year-old filly prospects 
in High Fleet and Blue Sheen, which will contest 
the year’s honors in that division with Split Sec- 
ond, and the new 2-year-old threats of Pompoon, 
War Admiral, Black Look, and others, which dis- 
placed earlier prominent juveniles for honors in 
their field. 

The closing day offered a brilliant program. 
The Belmont Stakes and the National Stallion 
Stakes, accounts of which appear in following 
columns, were the chief attractions, but the sup- 
porting events were also of good quality, with 
no claiming races on the seven-race card. J. E. 
Widener, whose Fencing was second in the 2- 
year-old stakes, whose Brevity was unplaced in 
the Belmont Stakes, got a win in the first event, 
when his Advocate, a *Sickle gelding, won an al- 
lowance race for 2-year-old, in better time than 
the National Stallion Stakes was run in. The 
steeplechase stakes, won by National Anthem, 
followed. The third race was an overnight han- 
dicap, with Victor Emanuel’s Miss Merriment 
the favorite and winner. The two _ principal 
stakes came next, with a Class C handicap, won 
by T. H. Somerville’s Treford, and a race for 3- 
year-old maidens, won by Mrs. Hirsch Jacobs’ 


Judge's Verdict (by *Cohort) completing the ex- 
cellent card. 

On the following Monday, June 8, racing moved 
to Aqueduct, for a 22-day stay, where the 
Queens County Handicap brought out a fine 
field on opening day. Two other stakes complete 
the first week’s program: the Shevlin Stakes, on 
June 10, and the Carter Handicap, on June 13. 


HIGH FLEET’S OAKS 


Weight made an even distribution of the major 
filly prizes at Belmont Park this meeting. In 
the Acorn Stakes victory fell to W. Stone’s Blue 
Sheen, and the Toro filly lost the 10 pound al- 
lowance which would have been hers in the 
Coaching Club American Oaks ($3,500 added, 3- 
year-old fillies, 13g miles) had she been defeated. 
Last year’s Selima Stakes winner, King Ranch’s 
Split Second, had been forced to carry top weight 
(121) in both Acorn and Oaks, and this was the 
deciding factor in both races. 

In the Coaching Club American Oaks, run at 
Belmont Park June 3, both Split Second and Blue 
Sheen carried 121 pounds. Enjoying a 10-pound 
allowance was George D. Widener’s High Fleet 
(111), runner-up in the Acorn Stakes. The 
daughter of Jack High, ridden by Johnny Gil- 
bert, was away behind Blue Sheen, but was never 
far from the pace. Nearing the far turn she 
moved into command, reached the stretch-call 
with two lengths to spare over Split Second, 
which had also been forwardly placed from the 
start. Under a strong drive by Apprentice Ira 
Hanford, Split Second slowly cut the leader’s 
margin, but High Fleet kept going to win by 
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three-fourths of a length. Five lengths behind 
Split Second was Elmer D. Shaffer’s Floradora 
(107), which had made up ground after being 
outrun. Wheatley Stable’s Reminding (107) was 
fourth, another length and a half back. Blue 
Sheen, tiring in the stretch, was fifth, and was 
followed by Sea Cradle (111) and Beauflower 
(111). Time, :24, :4826, 1:14, 1:3994, 1:52%, 
2:0615, 2:1934, track fast. Stakes division, $10,- 
575, $1,500, $750, $350.

High Fleet has not been unplaced in her 11 
starts, winning six races, finishing three times 
second, twice third. She has earned $16,500. 
High Fleet is from the first crop and is the first 
stakes winner sired by Jack High, 10-year-old 
stallion standing at George D. Widener’s Old 
Kenney Farm, near Lexington. Armada, dam of 
High Fleet, raced six times unplaced at two, 
placed several times at three, but did not win. 
She has also produced the winners Don Guzman 


(Everglades Handicap, Lafayette Claiming 
Stakes), Seasaint, Tudor Queen, and Kings 
Minstrel. *Crepuscle won at two and three, and 


is dam of Evening (Florida Derby, Chesapeake 
Stakes, Hialeah Highweight Handicap), Shady 
Lady (Kentucky Stakes and producer), Gerard 
(Glencoe, Roamer Handicaps), and the winners 
Stefana (also producer) and Glimmering (also 
producer). *Strike-a-Light II was a stakes win- 
ner in England, and produced *Allumeur (sire 
of Sally’s Alley, winner Futurity, Pimlico Fu- 
turity, etc.), the stakes winners Explosion (dam 
of the French stakes winner L’Yser) and Quick, 
and the winners Torchbearer, Fireplay (also pro- 
ducer), and *Twilight IV (also producer). 


DOG RACING BILL BEATEN 

Opponents cf the Hall bill to legalize betting 
on dog racing in New York scored a triumph on 
June 5. Governor Lehman vetoed the measure 
“because it establishes no system of regulation 
whatsoever.” 
RULINGS 

Starter George Cassidy, permitting no misbe- 
havior at the start of Belmont Park races, set 
down C. Critchfield for five days for disobedience 
on June 3, and on June 4 fined Eddie Arcaro and 
Maurice Peters $25 each for the same offense. 


NATIONAL ANTHEM’S FIRST STAKES 
Scratches reduced the field of the Meadow- 
brook Steeplechase Handicap ($1,500 added, 4- 
year-olds and up, about 212 miles), run at Bel- 
mont Park June 6, to three horses, which finished 
exactly the reverse of expectation. The outside 
choice was Brookmeade Stable’s National An- 
them (135), which had placed in, but had not 
won, a steeplechase stakes race. National An- 
them trailed the early pace of Sanford Stud 
Farms Stable’s Snap Back (146) for the first half 
of the course, then went to the front, jumped 
boldly, and won by two lengths. Greentree 
Stable’s Jungle King (143), the second choice, 


was unprepared at the start, jumped timidly at 
the first fences, then came up to finish second, 
with the favored Snap Back third and last. 
J. Oxley rode the winner. Time, 4:48, track fast. 
Stakes division, $1,595, $250, $150.

National Anthem was a $5,000 yearling pur- 
chase by Brookmeade Stable. After racing with 
very little success on the flat, he was put to 
steeplechasing. In all he has started 39 times, 
won five races, finished second seven times, third 
three times, and has earned $6,970. Golden 
Melody is also dam of the winners Elanbee (at 
three and four 1936) and Song Hit. She is half- 
sister to Brevity (Champagne Stakes, Florida 
Derby, etc.). Ormonda won Aberdeen Stakes, 
Kings County, Salem, Century, Hanover, Thanks- 
giving Handicaps, and also produced the winners 
Osmand (22 races and $156,990), Robinson 
Crusoe, Alert, and Orageuse (also producer), and 
the producer Dustwhirl. Princess Ormonde also 
produced Pettifogger (Empire City Derby) and 
Orpheus (11 wins). 


POMPOON SUCCEEDS 


The 2-year-olds which were prominent at the 
beginning of the Belmont Park meeting have 
been replaced by almost an entirely new lot. All 
of the previously undefeated leaders went down 
during the session, and at the end of the meet- 
ing emerged another undefeated juvenile, to claim 
top honors until a better youngster can take 
them from him. This was J. H. Louchheim’s 
Pompoon, second son of Pompey to win the Na- 
tional Stallion Stakes ($4,000 added, 2-year-olds, 
five furlongs). Osculator, also by Pompey, won 
in 1931. 

The twenty-fourth running of the event came 
on June 6, with Glen Riddle Farm Stable’s un- 
beaten War Admiral, and C. V. Whitney’s Black 
Look, which had ended the unbeaten record of 
Goldey F. four days earlier, among the field. At 
the start Rebellion, a Jamestown colt owned by 
George D. Widener, went away with a flash 
of early speed. Fencing, J. E. Widener’s Chance 
Shot colt, raced into second place, with Maurice 
Peters, on Pompoon, third. Rebellion tired and 
fell back, and into the lead drove Pompoon, with 
Fencing a dangerous contender. From fifth place 
War Admiral moved forward strongly, and Black 
Look, which had suffered from crowding, came 
down on the outside. Pompoon drew out in the 
closing yards, won by a length and a half from 
Fencing. A length farther back War Admiral 
kept his head in front of Black Look to take 
third place. The others were Gurkha, Ptolemy, 
Devil’s Banner, Optic, Prairie Dog, and Rebellion. 
Devil’s Banner and Rebellion, both by young 
stallions which had not sired a winner before 
December 1, 1934, got in with 117 pounds, all 
others carrying 122. Time,:59, track fast. Stakes 
division, $13,850, $2,000, $1,000. 

Under the conditions of the race, the nomina- 
tors of the sires of the placed horses received a

part of the entry fees, though in one case own- 
ership of the sire had changed since nomination. 
William R. Coe, who nominated Pompey, re- 
ceived $2,190; J. E. Widener received $1,460 for 
naming Chance Shot; and Samuel D. Riddle re- 
ceived $730 for the nomination of Man o’ War. 
Pompoon was sold as a yearling and Pompey 
was sold at the Coe dispersal last year. The 
other placed horses were bred by their owners, 
who are also the owners of their sires.

Pompoon was purchased from the Shoshone 
Stud consignment at the Saratoga Sales last Au- 
gust, for $2,000. He has won all of his three 
starts, the two previous ones being in a maiden 
and an allowance race. He has earned $15,150. 
Oonagh won at two, and is also dam of Glyndon 
Belle (winner at three and four 1936) and Pom- 
pestian. She has had no other foals to race. 
Ohone won at two, and is also dam of the win- 
ners Irish and Pompohone (in four seasons to 
five 1936).

THE NEW LEADER 


The difficulty in estimating the standing of 
the 3-year-olds of 1936 has been complicated 
steadily by a succession of untruly run races, and 
by a number of excuses, adequate and otherwise, 
for beaten horses. Brevity, J. E. Widener’s 
Florida Derby winner, was excused for his Ken- 
tucky Derby failure by bumping at the start; 
for his Withers failure by the same mishap. 
William Woodward's Granville had lost his rider 
at the start of the Churchill Downs feature, was 
said to have developed his sire’s habit of pulling 
up after getting to the front, this being a con- 
tributing factor in his defeat in the Preakness 
and Suburban Handicap. 


In the sixty-eighth running of the Belmont 
Stakes ($25,000 added, 3-year-olds, 115 miles), no 
acceptable excuses developed. Brevity’s partisans 
will probably assert that the colt’s two hard races 
took too much out of him. If this is true, it will 
be a tacit admission that he had less in him 
than Granville, which came back from three 
terrific races, in Preakness, Wood Memorial, and 
Suburban Handicaps, in each of which he was 
defeated by the scantiest of margins, to race to 
the last stride for victory in the Belmont Stakes. 
Granville gave his owner his fourth victory, his 
second in succession, in the Belmont Stakes, for 
Mr. Woodward had won the event with Gallant 
Fox in 1930, with Faireno in 1932, and with 
Omaha in 1935. When Mrs. August Belmont pre- 
sented the trophy which goes with the victory 


she said, ‘Mr. Woodward, this is getting to be 
a habit.” 


There was a six-minute delay at the start, with 
Teufel causing most of the trouble. Then the 10- 
horse field was away, with Johnny Gilbert send- 
ing J. H. Whitney’s outsider, Mr. Bones, to the 
front. *Isolater, coupled with Granville, went 
after the leader, apparently to force the pace, 
and Jean Bart lay in third place. Brevity, the 
odds-on choice, was fourth, Hollyrood fifth, Gran- 
ville sixth, the latter three under steadying 
restraint. After a half-mile *Isolater was be- 
ginning to have enough, and it was now Jean 
Bart which moved up to challenge. Gilbert was 
handling Mr. Bones excellently, and though re- 
maining in the lead covered the first half-mile in 
:49%5, or more than a second slower than the 
pacemaker of the 1935 running. Behind them 
there was no significant change in_ position. 
Swinging into Belmont’s long turn, *Isolater 
dropped out of it, Jean Bart cut Mr. Bones’ lead 
to a half-length, and Brevity and Granville began 
their runs almost together. Jean Bart moved to 
the leaders’ head, then suddenly faltered. Mr. 
Bones, having flung off two challenges, straight- 
ened out into the stretch still leading. Brevity’s 
challenge was short-lived, and the Widener colt 
began falling back, but Granville, closing in 
determined fashion on the outside, had cut the 
*Royal Minstrel colt’s lead to a head at the 
eighth-pole. Jean Bart was through, Brevity was 
through, *Isolater had fallen back to last, and 
Hollyrood and Corundum, moving up, were too 
far back to be dangerous. In a bitter drive to 
the finish Mr. Bones and Granville raced to- 
gether, came to the judges so closely locked that 
a photograph was called for. It showed Granville 
winner by a nose, getting the first decision of 
four camera finishes in which he has participated 
this year. Eight lengths behind them Hollyrood 
took third place by a half-length from Corundum, 
with Brevity two lengths farther back. Memory 
Book, Teufel, Jean Bart, Red Rain, and *Isolater 
followed in order. The chart of the race, taken 
from that compiled for Daily Racing Form:

The latter 
set a steady pace under restraint while saving ground, 
shook off JEAN BART in the stretch run and held on 
with good courage, under urging, to the finish. HOLLY- 
ROOD, kept in a forward position from the start and 
under steady restraint. improved his position when 
called upon and closed gamely through the stretch. 
CORUNDUM worked his way up steadily on the inside, 
saved ground entering the stretch and finished well. 
BREVITY was rated back off the pace under steady 
restraint, was bothered slightly rounding the first turn, 
moved up when called upon, but flattened out in the 
stretch run.

raced wide all the way. TEUFEL, a trailer in the early 
running, made up some ground slowly. He was frac- 
tious at the post. JEAN BART followed the early pace 
closely, but faltered badly at the stretch turn when 
called upon. RED RAIN was outrun in the first part, 
was placed under pressure rounding the far turn, but 
could not gain on the leaders. *ISOLATER tried to force 
the early pace, but stopped badly and was not perse- 
vered with in the stretch run. 


Weight: Colts, 126 pounds; fillies 121. (No fillies ran.) 


The pedigree of Granville offers an interesting 
study in very moderate inbreeding. In tail-male, 
his line runs back to Ajax in the fourth genera- 
tion; the same sire appears in the’ fourth genera- 
tion of the female side. The third dam both of 
Gallant Fox and Gravita is by Radium, and 
another small influence of Bend Or comes from 
Doremi and *Fairy Gold, in the fifth generation. 
Both sire and dam of Granville are bred on 
French stocks as far as their sires are concerned, 
but each has on the female side a good propor- 
tion of “American” blood. Domino is in Gallant 
Fox’s pedigree through his dam, Marguerite, by 
Celt. Hastings is on the bottom of Gravita’s 
pedigree, through Golden View, a full sister to 
Fair Play. 


Granville’s record, after the Belmont Stakes, 
stands at 13 starts, three wins, four times second 
(including Wood Memorial, Preakness, and Sub- 
urban Handicap), once third. He has earned 
$38,675. 

His sire won the Belmont Stakes along with 
most of the prominent 3-year-old fixtures of 
1930, when he ran up a year’s earnings of 
$308,275. He has sired the winners of the last 
two Belmont Stakes renewals, being the sire of 
last year’s winner, Omaha, also owned by Belair 
Stud. He stands at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Stud, Paris, Ky., but is owned by Mr. Wood- 
ward. 

Gravita raced seven times unplaced at three. 
Granville is her fourth foal. The previous three, 
Opossum, Omarvitus, and Firelock, were moder- 
ate winners. She has also a 1936 2-year-old, 
Sable Scarf (by *Sir Gallahad III) which sold 
for $500 at Saratoga last year, has placed but 
has not won. Gravitate is also dam of Sir An- 
drew (Newmarket Stakes, Prince of Wales 
Stakes, Scarborough Sweepstakes, etc., and sire), 


Dominus (Bay Shore, Prince Georges Autumn 
Handicaps), Prairie Fire, Camp Meade, and Miss 
Gravity (at two, 1936). She is sister to Content- 
ment, winner at two and three. *Lady Carnot 
also produced Aga Khan, winner Lawrence 
Realization, Pierrepont (1% miles in 2:0145 at 
Jamaica), Amityville, Twin City, Continental, 
Yorktown, Washington, Pimlico Autumn, Afri- 
cander Handicaps, and sire. Gravitation also 
produced four winners and the producers Gra- 
vosa, Gabella, *Biplane, Oration, and Kepler’s 
Law (dam of the stakes winner Legality). She 
was full sister to William the Third, winner New- 
market, Wood Ditton, Lowther, Limekiln Stakes, 
Ascot Gold Cup, Doncaster Cup, and prominent 
sire. Gravity was sister to Florence, winner 
Cambridgeshire, Manchester Cup, and grandam 
of Beppo, third dam of Reigh Count. 


VANDERBILT VICTORY 


Last summer C. H. Knebelkamp’s King Saxon 
was acknowledged the champion miler of the 
country. Bookmakers at Aqueduct, on opening 
day, June 8, attempted to take advantage of this 
fact in the Queens County Handicap ($3,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, one mile), quoting 
him at 7 to 5 in the opening odds. New York 
racegoers, aware of King Saxon’s failures this 
year, refused the bait, bet the powerful Vander- 
bilt entry of Good Gamble (112), Good Harvest 
(113), and Gallant Mac (110) down to 7 to 5, 
while odds on King Saxon (126) rose to 12 to 5. 

As the race was run, King Saxon probably 
never had a chance. Any possibility he had he 
threw away when he propped after taking a 
single stride. Away winging was Sammy Renick 
on Good Gamble, and the Chance Play filly won 
without a serious challenge. Two lengths behind 
her J. F. Clark, Jr.’s, Clang (110) put up a stiff 
battle with Good Harvest for second place, get- 
ting a nose decision when Good Harvest hung 
just at the end. Three lengths farther back King 
Saxon was fourth, with Gallant Mac and Vicaress 
(106) completing the field. A part of the ease 
with which Good Gamble won was due to Vicar- 
ess. The Flying Ebony filly raced in second place 
until the stretch was reached, then bore out, 
carrying all but Good Gamble with her. Time, 
72315, :4645, 1:1155, 1:37%, track fast.

Good Gamble was another of the bargains from 
the Morton Schwartz sale of May, 1935. She 
was purchased for $4,500, and three days later 
won the Acorn Stakes. She also won Test 
Stakes, Saranac, Aqueduct, Potomac Handicaps. 
In all she has started 36 times, won 11 races, 
finished second eight times, third four times, has 
earned $43,010. All of her stakes victories have 
been scored under the Vanderbilt colors. Triangle 
is also dam of the winners Science, Triangular, 
Watch Tower, and Proven. She is sister to the 
winner and producer Janis D. The second dam, 
Delft, won Rosedale Stakes, and produced four 
winners and the producers Persian Blue, Blue 
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Teal, Blue Eagle, Florence Webber (dam of the 
Futurity winner Scapa Flow), and Aegis. Blue 
Girl won Juvenile, Eclipse, Great Trial, Great 
American, Great Filly, Ladies’, and Gazelle 
Stakes, and produced eight winners, including 
the stakes winners Blue Laddie and *Blume. 
She also was dam of the producers Sky Blue and 
Blue Grass. She was sister to the stakes winner 
and sire Blues. 


BREVITY’S MISCHANCE 


The 3-year-old ranks received another blow 
with the announcement, on June 8, that J. E. 
Widener’s Brevity had pulled up lame after the 
Belmont Stakes, might not start again this year. 
He is the third of the prominent contenders for 
3-year-old honors to leave the picture, Bold Ven- 
ture being out with a bow, White Cockade having 
troublesome knees. 

Brevity won the Florida Derby last winter in 
what was then world record time. He was im- 
mediately seized upon as the Kentucky Derby 
favorite, was called a “super-horse,” was labeled 
a brilliant front-running colt. He has not been 
in front in a stakes since the label was applied, 
coming up from a bad start to finish second in 
the Kentucky Derby, coming up from serious 
early trouble to finish second in the Withers, 
dropping back after making a challenge a quar- 
ter-mile from the finish of the Belmont Stakes. 
Misfortune has persistently shadowed the Widen- 
er Derby horses. Brevity’s half-brother, Osmand, 
lost by a very close margin to what proved later 
an inferior horse. Peace Chance stumbled at the 
break in 1934, finished fifth with a strong rush 
at the end. Chance Sun, winter favorite, went 
out with an injury last year. 

If Brevity’s injury proves serious enough to 
prevent his racing again this year, he will prob- 
ably be shipped back to Mr. Widener’s Elmendorf 
Farm, Lexington. 


DEATH OF CAPTAIN WALKER 

Captain Phillip M. Walker, owner, trainer, and 
breeder, died June 7 at Nassau County Hospital, 
death resulting from an attack of pneumonia 
which had caused him to enter the hospital on 
June 5. Captain Walker, 65 years old, was a 
veteran of the Spanish-American War. After 
his retirement from the army he began breeding 
Thoroughbreds, was founder of the Page Brook 
Stud in Virginia. He later became a trainer, 
handling horses owned by Howe Stable, Sage 
Stable, and himself. He campaigned Only One 
successfully for Mrs. Deering Howe. He was 
buried June 9 at Boyce, Va. 


PADDOCK SALE AT BELMONT 


On May 30, under the management of Fasig- 
Tipton Company, a paddock sale was held at the 
Belmont Park paddock. Thirty-six lots were of- 
fered, and went for a total of $54,200, an average 
of $1,505.55 a head. Prices were considered good, 
with liberal bidding. Sanford Stud Farms con- 
signed 21 head, which sold for an average of 
$1,826. These included the two top-priced horses 
of the sale, the steeplechaser *Golden Meadow, 
which went to Larry Carey, agent, for $5,500, 
and Black Grouse, which went to the same pur- 
chaser for the same price. Another high priced 
animal from this consignment was the 2-year-old 
filly Deloraine, for which M. B. Spingold paid 
$4,100. 

George D. Widener consigned four juveniles to 
the sale. These went for an average of $1,012.50, 


the highest priced being Twosome, by St. James, 
for which Mrs. L. H. Nimkoff paid $1,650. All of 
the four were fillies. 

Three-year-olds predominated in the 11 head 
consigned by Leslie E. Keiffer, 10 of the group 
being of that age. The 11 averaged $1,072.77. The 
highest price was paid by Mrs. V. Makaroff for 
Flying Centaur, which went for $2,600. The 
summary:

HAWTHORNE 

LMOST half through its 31 days of racing, 

Hawthorne entertained a good crowd on June 
6, though aside from the stakes feature of the 
day the quality of racing was but ordinary. 
Milky Way Farms Stable, which has been pretty 
well fortified in the 2-year-old division for sev- 
eral years, added another stakes to a rapidly 
growing list when Dogaway scored in the Ju- 
venile Championship. In addition to this success, 
Mrs. Ethel V. Mars’ stable won the supporting 
attraction, an overnight handicap, with the 4- 
year-old Whiskolo, and got a second with Min- 
strel Show in the opening event, a race for 2- 
year-old maidens. Other events on the day’s card 
were claiming affairs, with claiming prices rang- 
ing from $1,000 to $2,500. Beside the two races 
won by the Milky Way Farms horses, form play- 
ers had a difficult day, only one first choice win- 
ning in the six remaining events. 

On June 13, the next Saturday of the meeting, 
the Hawthorne Sprint Handicap will be the fea- 
ture, with Brownell Combs’ swift Myrtlewood 
among the possible starters. The climax of the 
meeting will come on June 20, however, when 
the Chicago Derby, with $20,000 added, will be 
offered. No estimate of the starting field for 
this event is yet possible, but a fairly good band 
of 3-year-olds is expected, assuming that the 
more likely starters escape injury during the 
next two weeks. 

The Chicago tracks have plenty of horses this 
year, despite bettered competition from Latonia, 
and competition from Detroit. Good crowds have 
been reported, and the revival of interest which 
gave tracks in that section good seasons last year 
is apparently continuing, if not actually increas- 
ing. 

RULINGS 

Basil James, leading rider at Hawthorne, was 
suspended 10 days for foul riding on the subse- 
quently disqualified Mr. Ricks, June 4. Mr. Ricks 
also suffered disqualification last year. On June 
3 Alcee Richards was fined $25 for foul riding;

sentence. 


DOGAWAY BEST AT HAWTHORNE 

In the Bashford Manor Stakes, at Churchill 
Downs, Milky Way Farms Stable’s Murph was 
an easy winner, while his stablemate Dogaway 
was running fourteenth. Both were entered for 
the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap ($5,000 added, 
2-year-olds, 515 furlongs) at Hawthorne June 6, 
along with Reaping Reward. Murph was 
scratched, leaving Dogaway (122) and Reaping 
Reward (119) to carry the Mars colors. 

Viajero (112) was first leaving the gate, but 
Alfred Robertson rushed Dogaway into command 
in a few strides, and the *Bull Dog colt had little 
difficulty in staying there to the finish. For safe- 
ty’s sake Robertson rode him out, and he finished 
a length and a half in front of second choice, 
Bomar Stable’s Yellow Tulip (119), a son of 
Jean Valjean. E. Harrill’s Whiscenda (119), a 
Whiskalong gelding, took third place, weakening 
slightly after running in second place for most 
of the journey. Fourth was the other Milky Way 
Farms entry, Reaping Reward, which had been 
away very poorly and had raced wide. Consider- 
ing the start, the *Sickle colt had run a better 
race than the winner. The others, in order, were

WASHINGTON PARK STAKES 


Four of seven stakes races announced by 
Washington Park for its 31-day race meeting 
starting on August 3 and closing on September 
7 (Labor Day) are for horses in the handicap 
division; two stakes races are for juveniles, and 
the other stakes event is for 3-year-olds. The 
predominance of handicap events is in keeping 
with the track’s policy, announced a year ago, 
to promote races for older horses. The handicaps 
will start with a six-furlong sprint, the Chicago 
Handicap, on opening day. Each succeeding han- 
dicap will be at a longer distance, with the 
Washington Park Handicap, $10,000 added, at 
one and one-quarter miles on the closing day 
climaxing the program. Both juvenile stakes will 
be at six furlongs, and the 3-year-old stakes 
attraction will be at one mile. Nominations for 
all these stakes will close July 15. Washington 
Park also has announced the Washington Park 
Futurity and Princess Pat Stakes, patterned 
after the Arlington Futurity and Lassie Stakes, 
to be run for the first time in 1937.

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NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM PARK 


HE second week of Rockingham Park’s 18- 

day meeting indicated a slight increase in 
interest. The betting total was lower, however, 
the average for the week being $264,956 daily, 
against $277,907 daily for the first week. The 
difference was entirely attributable to the fact 
that the Saturday of the first week was Decora- 
tion Day, and the betting on that occasion was 
slightly more than $600,000. On June 6 the 
betting was $388,290, a reasonable figure for a 
normal Saturday. This is more than enough to 
account for the lowered total of the second week, 
and, taking out both Saturdays, there is a slight 
increase shown for the off-day racing. 

The Salem track, now in its concluding week, 
has plenty of horses, but lacks outstanding ani- 
mals for drawing cards. Like other New Eng- 
land tracks, it is strongest in the handicap di- 
vision, and no prominent 2-year-olds or 3-year- 
olds are racing there. Chief development of the 
meeting is the emergence of Roman Soldier as 
a handicap threat. He won the Decoration Day 
Handicap under 126 pounds, then picked up 132 
pounds to win the Granite State Handicap. The 
*Cohort colt handled his weight well, came up 
from behind for his victory, won in reasonably 
good time. 

The current week has as its only stakes event 
the Rockingham Park Handicap, which will be 
raced on the closing day, June 13. On the follow- 
ing Monday, racing will move to Suffolk Downs, 
at Boston, with the Pilgrim Handicap on the 
first day’s card. 

RULINGS 

Clarence Reid was suspended five days for foul 

riding at Rockingham Park June 3. 


ROMAN SOLDIER’S FOURTH 


After winning the Detroit Derby in 1935, 
Elwood Sachsenmaier’s Roman Soldier ran two 
disappointing races, was retired for the year. 
Brought back to the races on May 6, Roman 
Soldier ran up a string of three successive vic- 
tories, the third being the Decoration Day Hand- 
icap at Rockingham Park. The son of *Cohort 
carried 126 pounds in this event, won about as 
he pleased. For the Granite State Handicap 
($3,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), 
at Rockingham Park June 6, he was assigned 
132 pounds, but was nevertheless made the fa- 
vorite. Roman Soldier won his fourth consecutive 
race, but was pushed to his utmost to hold Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s Identify (116). 

Breaking forwardly, Identify made the pace 
for almost a mile. The challenge of Dark Hope 
(120) he put away in a half-mile, but at the end 
of that distance J. Longden began moving Roman 
Soldier up from sixth place, and after six fur- 
longs had been run Roman Soldier was second, 
a littke more than a length behind the leader. 
Taken to the outside after reaching the stretch, 
he ran down Identify with a rush, was a neck 
ahead at the eighth-pole. Making the most of 
his light impost, Identify fought back gamely, 
cut this margin to a head at the finish. Leon 
Carter’s Black Gift (109) was third, three 
lengths farther back, a length in front of Araho 
Stable’s New Deal (111). The others were Gov. 
Sholtz (105), Roustabout (10712), Dark Hope, 


Cristate (101), Gallant Prince (102), and Fur- 
fiber (103). Time, :2425, :4736, 1:12%5, 1:371%4, 
1:4444, track fast. Stakes division, $3,840, $500,

WISE PRINCE WINS 


Rockingham Park’s handicapper rated J. H. 
Whitney’s Singing Wood 13 pounds better than 
anything else in the field of the New England 
States Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, six furlongs), which was run June 3. This 
proved four or five pounds too much, and the 
*Royal Minstrel 5-year-old could do no better 
than third, though made the favorite in the bet- 
ting. The first five furlongs saw Mrs. D. Melan- 
son’s Happy Knot (102) setting a fast pace, with 
Candy Prince (101) as challenger. Close behind 
them were Felix Spatola’s Wise Prince (110) and 
E. A. McMann’s Spixi (105), and when Candy 
Prince had had enough they swept up to threaten 
the leader. Happy Knot yielded with little resist- 
ance, and Wise Prince held on to outlast Spixi 
by a neck at the finish. From ninth place Sing- 
ing Wood (124) had moved gradually forward, 
but his impost proved too great, and he could 
not get to the leaders, finishing third, a length 
behind Spixi. Fourth was the tiring Happy Knot, 
followed by Trumpery (113), Lady Higloss (115), 
Sailor Beware (103), Accolade (112), Chance 
Line (108), Candy Prince, and Dreel (103). Time, 
72245, :4535, 1:1125, track fast.

Oneck Queen won Clover, 
Willow, Ladies’, and Hunter Stakes, and also 


produced the stakes winner Royal Onyx, the win- 
ners Palaquin and Artemis, and the producer 
Sandspit. 
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KENTUCKY 


LATONIA 


HE third Saturday of the Latonia meeting, 

June 6, was a good racing day, and some 
10,000 persons assembled to watch the sport at 
the northern Kentucky track. It made the sev- 
enth consecutive Saturday of the Kentucky sea- 
son which has enjoyed good racing weather, an 
almost unprecedented succession of good breaks 
for the Churchill Downs and Latonia tracks. The 
Saturday card was featured by the Clipsetta 
Stakes, which went to the Dixiana 2-year-old, 
Foolish Moment, aptly named daughter of High 
Time—Indiscretion. As a supporting attraction 
a handicap for 3-year-olds and up was offered, 
with the favored Silk Mask, owned by Rosedale 
Stable, winning a popular victory. Form has 
been observed unusually well at Latonia this sea- 
son, with a large number of favorites succeeding. 
On June 6, however, only three favorites won on 
the eight-race card. 

The current week, the third of the 37-day 
meeting, has as its feature the Enquirer Handi- 
cap, a 1 1-16 mile event for 3-year-olds and up. 
The meeting is apparently enjoying increasing 
support, and large off-day crowds were reported 
last week, even though on at least one occasion 
the weather was threatening. Improved racing 
at the Latonia track has paid dividends in sup- 
port, and with economic conditions somewhat 
bettered this summer, Latonia seems very likely 
to enjoy a profitable meeting. 


TO HONOR SENATOR CAMDEN 


In 1931 the Thoroughbred Club of America 
was officially organized as a luncheon club at 
Lexington, whose membership was to include 
those interested in any way in the Thoroughbred. 
The following year members of the club voted to 
include as a part of its annual program a testi- 
monial dinner in honor of individuals who had 
played an outstanding part in the development 
of the Thoroughbred and racing. In the fall of 
1932 Col. E. R. Bradley was honored on such 
an occasion. Then followed Joseph E. Widener, 
the late Desha Breckinridge, and William Wood- 
ward. On June 5 at the club’s regular luncheon 
it was announced that Former United States 
Senator Johnson N. Camden would be the 1936 
guest of honor and that the dinner would be 
held during the inaugural race meeting at 
Keeneland. 

For almost a half-century Senator Camden has 
been associated with the Thoroughbred as 
breeder, owner of a racing stable, official and 
in other capacities. He is a past president and 
present chairman of the board of the American 
Turf Asociation, served several terms as presi- 
dent of the Kentucky Association at Lexington, 
was four times member and three times chair- 
man of the Kentucky State Racing Commission. 
His Hartland Stud in Woodford county near 
Versailles, dispersed several years ago, was one 
of the country’s best known nurseries, produced 
many noted Thoroughbreds. Now he _ breeds 
horses on a smaller scale at his home at Runny- 
mede in Bourbon county. Associates in the 
A. T. A. also will be invited to be special guests 
at the Camden dinner. A program as attractive 
as those that have marked other dinners of the 
club is being arranged. 

The last meeting of the Turf club also included 
a talk on the Belmont Stakes, run the following 
afternoon, by Joe H. Palmer, associate editor of 


THE BLOOD-HORSE. The speaker briefly reviewed 
the history of the race and said that the winners 
of no other single race in America played as 
important a part in pedigrees of today as did 
winners of the Belmont. After discussing past 
performances the speaker declared, “There isn’t 
a weed in the bunch as far as breeding is con- 
cerned.” He also pointed out that not one of the 
probable starters was eligible to the General 
Stud Book because each included American blood 
in his breeding. M. Webb Offutt, program chair- 
man for June, announced the next meeting of 
the club on June 20 would be a luncheon at the 
Latonia race track. 


CLIPSETTA STAKES 


The Dixiana stable of C. T. Fisher has domi- 
nated the 2-year-old racing both at Latonia and 
Churchili Downs, although the one 2-year-old 
stakes at the Louisville track fell to other hands. 
On June 6, at Latonia, Dixiana sent out two ju- 
veniles in the second race, saw them finish one- 
two. In the day’s feature, the Clipsetta Stakes 
($5,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, 514 furlongs) 
Dixiana sent out three fillies, which finished first, 
fifth and seventh. 

The winner was Foolish Moment (116), which 
had no difficulty at any stage. Shooting to the 
front under the able direction of Charley Steven- 
son, Foolish Moment drew out to lead by a 
Jength and a half, by two lengths, by three, and 
finally by four. Behind her was the 9-to-10 fa- 
vorite, J. T. Taylor’s Planetoid (119), a grey 
daughter of Ariel, which had been in second 
place for the last half-mile. H. P. Headley’s Mis- 
apprehension (114) was third, a half-length be- 
hind Planetoid, and Rockhome Stable’s Busy 
American filly, Busy Lutrecia (114) was fourth, 
a length and a half behind the daughter of Ap- 
prehension. Shootin’ High, another Dixiana 
entry, was fifth after falling back from second 
place in the early running. The others were 
Perlette (114), Dressy (114), Wise Beauty (114), 
and All Agog (114). Time, :2225, :46%5, :592%4, 
1:061;, track fast. Stakes division, $4,680, $1,000, 
$500, $250.

Foolish Moment has started five times, won 
three races, finished twice second, and has earned 
$7,005. Indiscretion won at two, and has pro- 
duced the winner In High (Bashford Manor 
Stakes), Proposing (at two, three, and four), 
Pikes Peak (at two, three and four), Hasty 
Polly, and Leading Article. Lady Anne won 
Jamaica Stakes and produced the winners 
Rapid Fire, Mistress Mary, Ebony (also pro- 
ducer), and Primero, and the producers Taxi Miss 
and Dream Girl, dam of the winners Dream of 
the Valley (21 wins including Newtown Stakes), 
etc. Bracegirdle was a stakes winner and pro- 
duced nine winners, including The Manager 
(Breeders’ Futurity, Harold Stakes, Canadian 
Derby, Baltimore, Washington Handicaps, and 
sire), Woodlake (Latonia Derby), The Rival 
(Russet Handicap), Belle of Ashland (also dam 
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of 11 winners including the stakes winners 
Premier, Cheer Leader, etc.), America (Cincin- 
nati Trophy and dam of the stakes winner Vic- 
toire), and the producers Ecstasy, Lady Alan, 
Miss Bellamy, aud Understudy. 


NEW KEENELAND BARNS 

One of the strongest magnets to tourists and 
sightseers in the Bluegrass this spring and sum- 
mer is the new Keeneland race track, five miles 
from Lexington on the Versailles pike. Hundreds 
of visitors inspect the plant over the week-ends 
and many others visit it throughout the week. 
In addition to work on the clubhouse, grandstand, 
and other construction, workmen are now pouring 
concrete foundations for seven more barns. These 
will be ready for carpenters early next week. 
One of the stables is being erected by Howard 
Oots, one of the first horsemen to take advantage 
of Keeneland’s offer of ground to owners who 
wish to erect their own stables. 


JOHN W. BAIN IMPROVES 

John W. Bain, noted horse auctioneer of Lex- 
ington, is making plans for another yearling sale 
at Saratoga while recuperating from a hip frac- 
ture and critical illness at his home at 808 Oak 
Hill Drive. Mr. Bain suffered his accident on 
April 20 and was taken to a hospital where com- 
plications made his condition critical. Little hope 
was held for his recovery. At present he expects 
to be out of his cast and walking, with the aid 
of canes, by July 4. 


THIRD DISQUALIFICATION 

Latonia’s third disqualification in nine days 
came on June 5 in the seventh race. Kiev’s Pen- 
nant drew alongside Brilliant State, the pace- 
maker, in the stretch and repeatedly bumped the 
latter. For that, Kiev’s Pennant was disqualified 
and first money given Brilliant State. 


RULINGS 

Latonia stewards busied themselves June 2, 
suspended five riders. W. Farrell, for foul, got 
10 days. W. Hanka got five days for foul. Also 
receiving five days for foul riding were A. Mogan, 
J. Mayer, G. Fowler. 


OHIO 


BEULAH PARK CLOSES 

HIO was without Thoroughbred racing be- 

tween the closing of Beulah Park’s 25-day 
meeting on June 6 and the opening of Northamp- 
ton Park on June 13. The latter track planned a 
13-day meeting to close on June 27, after which 
there will be no more racing in Ohio until Thistle 
Down opens on July 6 to run for 36 days. As 
a closing day attraction Beulah Park offered two 
races with $600 purses each. The first, a six- 
furlong sprint, was won by Mrs. J. Bronnenberg’s 
Odd Star with Irene’s Bob second and Jay D. 
third. The other co-feature went to C. San- 
born’s Granbury over Bubble Up and Nancy 
Khan. The latter race was at one mile. 


NEW TRACK AT DAYTON 

On June 22, 1935, during the Dayton Jockey 
Club’s race meeting at the Montgomery county 
fair grounds an assistant starter was unable to 
get his finger out of a ring on the bridle of a 
favorite and the horse was left at the post. A 
riot followed and racing fans filled the air with 
pop bottles. Since then the fair board has re- 


fused use of its grounds for race meetings. Ben 
Hagerdon, of Norwood, Ohio, general manager 
for the Dayton Jockey Club at its inaugural 
meeting at the fair grounds in 1933, on June 2 
announced plans for construction of a $300,000 
race plant on the outskirts of Dayton. The new 
organization will be known as the Dayton Downs, 
Incorporated. In additon to Hagerdon, incor- 
porators are Donald W. Smith, Huntington, 
W. Va., and Theodore Zumstein, Cincinnati. Work 
will start immediately and the track will be 
completed by mid-July, according to Hagerdon. 
At that time application for dates will be made. 


RULINGS 


On May 29 stewards at Beulah Park, following 
investigation of the inconsistent racing of Ex- 
clusive, reinstated all horses trained by E. J. 
Wood for future entries. The following day 
Jockey K. McCray was suspended 10 days for 
careless riding in the fifth race and crossing over 
too quickly in the stretch. On June 1 Jockey A. 
Balducci was suspended for the remainder of the 
meeting (five days) for rough riding. Jockey 
P. Martinez on the same date was suspended for 
the remainder of the meeting and fined $50 for 
rough riding. 


SUIT AT CONEY ISLAND 


On June 8 Walter D. Murphy, receiver for 
the Cincinnati Jockey Club, filed suit in common 
pleas court against William V. Dwyer and the 
Atlas Finance Company, of Montreal. Murphy’s 
charge is that the Cincinnati Jockey Club pur- 
chased the Coney Island track on April 30, for 
1934, for $26,800, but that on September 4, 1935, 
Dwyer conveyed the real estate to the Atlas 
Finance Company. Murphy also charges that the 
finance company was aware that the Cincinnati 
Jockey Club had paid the purchase price. This 
action, apparently, would have the result of re- 
moving the real estate on which the track is 
located from the list of assets of the club. In 
the suit Murphy asks the court to compel Dwyer 
or the finance company to convey the real estate 
to the club and give a deed for the property. 


MASSACHUSETTS 


NEW ARRIVALS 


DDITIONAL arrivals of stables and riders 

have increased Agawam’s Thoroughbred 
colony during the last 10 days. As a result the 
track is getting good fields for its daily cards. 
The public experienced an excellent day on June 
6, seeing most of the favorites win. Four first 
choices were among the winners on the eight- 
race program. Two second choices led at the 
finish. Only one real outsider, at better than 11 
to 1, got home first. 


STABLE RULED OFF 


Prior to the opening of the current racing sea- 
son the Illinois State Racing Commission an- 
nounced that all winners of races in that state 
would be given saliva tests. On June 1 Metaurus 
won the third race at Hawthorne, and a saliva 
test revealed the presence of strychnine. On June 
4 Hawthorne barred Metaurus and all other 
horses owned by Mrs. Sam Orr for the remainder 
of the meeting and suspended Trainer Sam Orr, 
whose case was referred to the Racing Commis- 
sion. Other horses in the stable include Unkie 
Tom, Orinoco, Doris B., and Cornelia Powell. 
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PIMLICO’S FALL PLANS 
Four stakes races planned by the Maryland 
Jockey Club for its nine-day meeting next au- 
tumn will have an aggregate endowment of $32,- 
500. The Pimlico Futurity will be worth $15,000 
added. Pimlico’s minimum purse will be $1,000 
and on each day no stakes is scheduled the fea- 
ture race will be a $1,200 overnight purse event. 
One jumping race also will be run each day. 
Pimlico’s autumn meeting starts November 2 
and closes November 11. Secretary M. L. Daiger 
announced the following stakes: 
> Handicap, $7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 
miles, 
Walden Handicap, $7,500 added, 2-year-olds, 1 1-16 miles. 
Baltimore Handicap, $2,500 added, all ages, six furlongs. 
Pimlico Futurity, $15,000 added, 2-year-old colts and 
fillies, 1 1-16 miles. 


FAVOR STARTING STALLS 

Chairman Jervis Spencer, Jr., of the Maryland 
State Racing Commission, furnishes THE BLOOD- 
HORSE with latest figures on the poll among 
trainers and owners licensed in that state as to 
which type of starting they prefer. Of the 157 
replies received 140 favored the present Mary- 
land system of stall gates, 15 showed preference 
for the Australian barrier that New York tracks 
will use for 2-year-old races next year, and two 
favored the McGinnes barrier. 


CALIFORNIA 


FIVE DAY RACING 

ITH Tanforan and Bay Meadows operating 

only five days a week during the winter 
and spring racing season, Santa Anita was the 
only major California track offering programs 
on six days. Next winter, however, Santa Anita 
will run only five days, remaining closed on Mon- 
days as well as Sundays. An announcement to 
that effect was made by Chairman Carleton 
Burke, of the State Horse Racing Board. Santa 
Anita’s stockholders and directors will meet early 
in July to outline plans for the opening on 
Christmas Day. An increase in purses for the 
better grade of horses is expected to come out 
of the meeting, though the minimum purse of 
$1,000 is not expected to be changed. Chairman 
Burke has announced there is no immediate pros- 
pect of another race track in the Los Angeles 
district. 


MISSOURI 


ANOTHER BIG CROWD 

NOTHER big Saturday crowd at Riverside 

Park on June 6 found it difficult to get 
the favorites home as winners as outsiders al- 
most completely dominated the program. Only 
six starters went after the feature race on the 
program, called the Hotel Muehlebach Handicap. 
The feature, at one mile, carried a purse of 
$1,000. Heart Break, owned by Coward and Cof- 
fey, proved the best of the field. Getalong was 
a length back, trailed by Coldwater for the show 
prize. The show horse was the odds-on choice 
with the big crowd. 


DISQUALIFICATION 

Kavalry Jack finished first in the third race 
at Riverside Park June 6, was later found to be 
ineligible to the race. First money was awarded 
to Bedford Stock Farm’s Ruckus. 


NEBRASKA 


AK-SAR-BEN DRAWS GOVERNOR 

OOR racing conditions failed to keep Ne- 

braska’s Gov. Roy L. Cochran away from 
Omaha’s Ak-Sar-Ben race plant for the program 
on June 6. The chief executive and a party 
watched the mud-runners have their inning over 
the Omaha track. Many others felt the same 
way about the conditions and the track enjoyed 
one of its best days since opening on May 28. 
Apprentice Charlie Shultz, who led riders at Bay 
Meadows, found conditions very pleasant and 
showed his best form since arriving at the Ne- 
braska track. He won two races. The feature 
event, called the Governor’s Handicap, went to 
High Image with Boiling Point second and Uncle 
Fred third. The distance was a mile and 70 yards 
and the purse $1,000. 


TEXAS FALL DATES 

Epsom Downs and Arlington Downs, both 
Texas tracks, together will conduct 48 days of 
fall racing, according to tentative dates released 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Thweatt, secretary of the 
Texas State Racing Commission. The autumn 
season in Texas will start September 24 and close 
November 21 with a three-day conflict between 
the two plants occurring. San Antonio’s Alamo 
Downs used its 42 days allowed by law for the 
1936 spring meeting, but is scheduled to open a 
winter meeting on January 1, 1937. Epsom 
Downs is located at Houston, Arlington Downs 
at Arlington. Following is the tentative schedule:

NARRAGANSETT FIGURES 

From Narragansett Park’s recently completed 
19-day race meeting the state of Rhode Island 
got $280,755 in taxes, horsemen received $182,500 
in purse distribution, and W. G. Clysdale $6,230 
to lead all other owners in money winnings. 
These figures were included in an announcement 
by Walter O’Hara, who said he estimated the 
tax on admissions, plus assessments for the city, 
county, and state brought the total tax revenue 
to $350,000. The pari-mutuel handle was $8,021,- 
572, a daily average of $422,188. Irving Ander- 
son led the jockeys with 14 winners and Lyman 
Bruise and George Arvin each trained six 
winners. 


CANADIAN TAX 

Horse racing in Montreal this year will de- 
pend on whether the 514 per cent tax on pari- 
mutuel betting is revoked. Leo Dandurand, track 
operator, and Frank Connors, member of the 
Legislative Assembly for St. Anne, told Premier 
Taschereau there would be no Montreal racing 
if that tax was continued. Between 2,000 and 
3,000 men find employment through Montreal 
racing, the Premier also was informed. 


DEATH OF JOHN BAHR 

Funeral services for John (Jack) Bahr were 
held at Shawneetown, Ill., May 30. Mr. Bahr, 
who was about 55 years old, was the designer of 
several starting gates and other track equip- 
ment. A heart attack caused his death. 


WILLIAM Quigley has resigned his position as 
presiding steward at Longacres, as this involved 
a conflict with his duties at Detroit, where he is 
a steward.

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PUNCHESTOWN SALES 


i ie annual sale of bloodstock at Ballsbridge, 
Ireland, conducted by R. J. Goff and Com- 
pany, on April 30 and May 1, showed an increase 
both in the number of horses offered and in the 
prices realized. A number of English bidders 
were present, despite the 20 per cent ad valorem 
duty which must be paid on horses brought from 
Ireland to England. In 1935 125 lots were sold, 
for 9,423 guineas, an average of about 75 guineas 
a head (about $395). This year 219 lots changed 
hands, for a total of 18,902 guineas, an average 
of about 82 guineas, or approximately $430 a 
head. The highest price of the sale was 800 
guineas, paid for the Conyngham Cup winner, 
That’s Him, consigned by G. St. John Nolan, and 
purchased by E. W. Bailey. That’s Him is a T7- 
year-old gelding, by Jackdaw of Rheims.

Vagliano’s Davout, a bay son of Parth—Dieuze. 
Third was Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s Ambrose 
Light, previously a stakes winner in France this 
year. 


WIDENER VICTORIES 
On Sunday, May 24, J. E. Widener’s Hat Trick 
won the Prix de Bagatelle, his Fasnet won the 


Prix Noailles. The two races were worth about 
60,000 francs. 


JAPANESE DERBY 

Though somewhat late in receiving reports of 
the Nippon Derby, THE BLOOD-HoRSE believes that 
American readers may be interested in the ac- 
count received from the Tokyo Racé Club: 


The fifth Nippon Derby, the greatest event in Japan, 
took place on the good day of the Emperor's birth, the 
29th of April. It was the eleventh race of the sixth 
day of the spring meeting at the Tokyo Keiba Club 
Course situated in the western suburb of Tokyo... . 

At 4:30 p. m., at a flutting of the red flag by the 
starter, the barring went up, and the field of 13 rushed 
forth. In front of the stands, Pierce Arrow Tomasu 
is in the lead, followed by Marunuma, Happy Light, 
Marry Utopia, and Papstead. At the first corner, Happy 
Light presses hard upon Marunuma, and Marry Utopia 
outruns Marunuma too, and at the second corner Kin- 
teki (Kentucky?) comes to fifth. 

On the slope up to the third corner, 1,000 meters away 
from the finish, the order remains unchanged, Pierce 
Arrow Tomasu still leading. After coming ‘round the 
third corner, Papstead outruns Kinteki, followed by 
Tokumasa. At the fourth corner, 600 meters to the fin- 
ish, Tokumasa is running in the fifth, and there is a 
struggle between Pierce Arrow Tomasu and Happy 
Light. Then on the last slope Tokumasa makes a fine 
spurt, and closing up to the two leaders, outruns Happy 
Light at the point 100 meters to the finish, and then 
catching Pierce Arrow Tomasu, just 20 meters to the 
finish, won a head from her. 


America thus just failed to furnish the winner. 
Tokumasa is by the imported stallion Tournesol 
(by Gainsborough)—out of Young Man’s Fancy, 
by Junior. Pierce Arrow Tomasu, beaten a head, 
is by Chance Play—vValiant Lady, by *Under 
Fire; second dam Pepsin, by *Chicle. Valiant 
Lady was purchased by Tomi Ichijo, who worked 
at Elmendorf Farm in the days of the late James 
B. Haggin, for the account of the Emperor, in 
1932. Another American-bred horse was includ- 
ed in the field, this being Shinyoriina Tomasu, by 
*Sir Gallahad III—Secure, by Purchase, which 
was fourth. The first, second, and third horses 
in the Nippon Derby were foaled at the Royal 
Stud at Sanrizuka. The winner is owned by S.
